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STATISTICS ON SHIPPING AND CARGOES IN CUBAN TRADE 
JANUARY THROUGH SEPTEMBER 1962 


Introduction 


An evaluated consolidation of all available information on shipping 
and cargo movements through Cuban ports during the first 9 months of 
1962 is presented in Tables 1 through 8. The data presented in these 
tables have been organized into three main categories, as follows: 

"Ship Arrivals," covered by Tables 1 and 2; "Inbound Cargoes," covered 
by Tables 3, 4, 5, and 8; and "Outbound Cargoes," summarized in Tables 
6 and 7. The same source material was used for all of the three cate- 
gories covered, but the amount of information available varies consider- 
ably within each category. 

Ship movements probably are covered fully by the sources that were 
used. Consequently, the ship arrival tables represent, for all practical 
purposes, a complete picture. 

Source coverage of cargoes outbound from Cuba is uneven with re- 
spect to comprehensiveness. It is estimated that in regard to sugar the 
coverage is nearly complete. Thus Table 7 and the parts of Table 6 
dealing with this commodity may be regarded as closely approximating 
the totals actually shipped. 

Information on nonsugar cargoes outbound from Cuba, however, is 
much less comprehensive. Consequently, the "Other Cargo" columns 
of Table 6 must be considered as minimum estimates of actual cargo 
tonnage . 

As is true of information pertaining to outbound cargoes, informa- 
tion on inbound cargoes varies according to the commodity involved. 
Inbound tanker cargoes (consisting of crude petroleum, refined prod- 
ucts, and lubricants) are well covered, and information on these cargoes
